FOUND A SKKLETON. 


MAY BUY LAND. 


The Old Wis»conae Yielda up Kn- 


ottier Mytitery. 


On Sunday while the two boys of 


August Kempfert were engaged in 
setting traps for muskrat on their 
father's farm north of Biron they 
made a grewsome discovery on the 
river bank in the shape of a skeleton 
which lay half buried in the sand. 
The boys notified some older people 
and investigation showed that the 
skeleton had undoubtedly beenjin the 
ground for some time and had only 
recently been uncovered by the action 
of the water. The skeleton was pro- 
nounced to be that of a man by those 
who saw it, and of course the lapse 
of lime had destroyed any external 
evidences that might assist in identi- 
fying the remains, and just who the 
unfortunate one was when in the mor- 
tal tlesh, or whether he was murdered 
and thrown into the river, drowned 
and forgotten, or died a natural death 
and was buried on the river bank and 
subsequently washed out by the action 
of the water, will never be known. 


The finding of the unknown skele- 


ton, however, recalls to the old resi- 
dents who have lived in that section 
for many years, a mystery that puz- 
zled the residents there for some time 
and then died out without being solved 
or anybody being punished for what 
was then supposed to be a crime. 


A generation ago tin-re lived on the 


west side of the river an old bachelor 
by the nanicof Charles -Mitch. _,Mitch 
resided about a mile and a half above 
where Biron now .stands and where at 
that time there was a sort of a ferry 
maintained gacross the river.

At the meeting of the city council 


on Wednesday evening" of lust week 
it was decided to take an option on 
the property south of the pumping 
station for the purpose of prospecting 
for water to suprjly the waterworks 
with a sufficient supply. 


The purchase price agreed on by 


the interested parties is S2800 and the 
option extends over 94 days, by which 
time it is figured that the matter can 
be investigated and if there 
is a 


sufficiency of water the balance of the 
purchase price will be paid over. 
The 


land that the city holds the option on 
includes two flowing springs that are 
used by Mr. Vanghan for irrigating 
purposes, and which in themselves 
furnish considerable water, although 
not enought to supply the city. 


City Engineer Philleo is confident 


that anj abundance of water can be 
secured from this land, in fact more 
than the city will use for years to 
come, and if Ibis is so, the money 
spent for the property will be well in- 
vested. 


Many parties on the east side have 


had the water mains tapped since the 
system was accepted by the city, and 
many more are anxiously awaiting 
the time when they can also be sup- 
plied with water.

yacht Hohenzollern, with Emperor Wil- 
liam on board, accompanied by the escort- 
int'-German cruisers and a flotilla of Brit- 
ish torpedo boats, reached Port Victoria, 
at 8 o'clock this morning. 


Tho arrival of the German Emperor 


was made the occasion of an imposing 
navnl'display. All the warships lit Sheer- 
ness'were'dressed, their crows • manned 
the decks and the usual salutes welcomed 
the Imperial visitor- 


The Emperor wore the undress uniform 


of n British admiral. The German am- 
bassador, Count Wolff-Metternich, soon 
joined his majesty, who subsecMiently re- 
ceived the British court officials sent to 
attend him and the other members of 
the German embassy. 


After breakfast Emperor William land- 


ed, the crew of the Lloheiizollerii manning 
ship and cheering lustily and the British 
warships liring another salute as the Em- 
peror boarded n train for Dover on his 
way to Shorncliffe camp, where he wiU 
review the First Royal 
Dragoons, of 


which regiment he is honorary colenel-in- 
.chief. 
Unusual precautions'were taken 


by the railroad officials. 
All traffic was 


stopped along the route to Dover half an 
hour before the imperial special train wa«f 
due. 
Large British and German detec- 


tive, staffs were on duty and the juucr 
lions and the approaches to the stations 
.were closely winched and cleared of spec- 
tators during the passage of the train. 
, It was raining heavily when Eiliperor, 
William left the train at Dover, whence, 
mounted on one of his own chargers, he 
rode to Shorucliffe camp, accompanied byi 
Lord Roberts and a brilliant staff.

make an investigation of the number 
of weed plants that arc to be found 
in grass lands, and even In meadows 
that arc supposed lo he In a high stale 
ot cultivation. They are more conspic- 
uous in the pastures, because our most 
common weeds will grow 
on 
land 


where the cultivated grass makes but 
Jlltle growth. The daisy, the rag weed, 
mints and others are often lo be found 
by the hundred on a single square foot 
in the pasture, while la spots the this- 
tle, milkweed and orange hawUweed 
have taken almost complete possession. 
Hut there are many hi Ihe i'.,".hly ma- 
nured mowing, where Ihe grasses grow 
so much faster and ranker as to hide 
them until the hay is taken off. 
Too 


close pasturing Is in some cases respon- 
sible for these weeds. Some ot these 
larger perennials must be dug out, root 
and all, before they can make seed, or 
cut down so often that they will per- 
ish because oC a lack of leaf growth. 
In some cases plowing, manuring and 
resoediug with clean seeds seems to bo 
the only remedy, and it Is not always 
easy to get grass seed free from the 
seeds of weeds, and a course of three 
years in cultivation, killing every weed 
in tbe field or around its borders, may 
be the only way lo reduce their num- 
ber.—New I'higland Homestead.

She expresses it in a great deal worse 
languages than this, but this is about 
what she means. 


It seems that Marie is only human,

Government Ownership. 


There is a growing sentiment among 


the American people that the govern- 
ment should own the telegraph sys- 
tems of the country at tlie present 
time and 'later on assume control of 
the railroads. 
People are not saying 


much about the matter, but if a vote 
were taken without any politics being 
introduced it would be a surprise to 
many to find the number that favor 
the scheme. There are many argu- 
ments against government ownership 
of these two great industries, but the 
one thing that shows what might be 
done in that line is the mail service 
as it now exists in the United States. 
Considering the territory that is cov- 
ered and the service furnished 
the 


public, we have the cheapest and most 
efficient mail service iu the world. 
The efficiency of the mail service has 
greatly increased since the system 
was placed under the jurisdiction of 
the civil service commission, and the 
employes chosen and promoted by 
virtue of their merit rather than 
political pull and unless some presi- 
dent yet to come takes it out of the 
hands of this commission, there is no 
reason why it should not continue to 
improve. In spite of the fact that we 
have the cheapest postage in the world 
and that thousands of tons of mail 
matter are carried every year free of 
charge, the system is more than self 
supporting and for several years past 
there has been an agitation to reduce 
the postage on first class matter and 
there is no doubt but what in time 
this will be done. If these results 
can be accomplished in the mail ser- 
vice, why not equally favorable things 
be done with the railways and tele- 
graph. 
The possibilities are 
there 


and there is no reason to doubt the 
results. It might be claimed that the 
government assuming control of the 
railroads would be along the line of 
socialism, and not to be favored. The 
maintenance of our telephone, elec- 
tric light and water systems on the 
co-operative plan is as near socialism 
as it is possible to get, but our people 
realize that they are good things and 
with very few exceutions a man can- 
not be found who has a word to sav 
against them. 


sav, only this: Even if the people of 
the state did turn Mayor Rose down 
for governor, in my opinion he did 
more to advertise the state than any 
man in it. This is why I make the 
assertion. 
During the campaign a 


man from New Orleans heard Mayor 
Rose speak in this state. The mayor 
told of the prosperous condition exist- 
ing in the north, and after hearing 
the speech the man purchased a half 
section iu Wood county.

FOUSD A SKELETON. 


Tfae Old Wisconae Yielda up 


ott»er Mystery. 


On Sunday while the two boys o 


August Kempfert were engaged in 
settiag traps for muskrat on thei 
father's farm north of Biroii the' 
uiade a grewsome discovery on th< 
river bank ia the shape of a skeleton 
which lay half buried in the sand 
The boys notified some older peool 
and investigation showed that 
th> 


skeleton had undoubtedly beenjin the 
ground for some time and had on!\ 
recently been uncovered by the action 
of the water. The skeleton was pro- 
nounced to be that of a man bv those 
who saw it, and of course the lapse 
of time had destroyed aay external 
evidences that migiit assist in identi- 
fying- the remains, and just who the 
unfortunate one was when in the mor- 
tal ilesh. or whether he was murdered 
aad thrown into the river, drowned 
and forgotten, or died a natural death 
a:sd was buried on the river bank and 
subsequently washed out by the action 
of the water, will never be known. 


The finding of the unknown skele- 


ton, however, recalls to the old resi- 
dents who have lived :n that section 
for many years, a mystery that puz- 
zled the residents there for some time 
and then died out without being solved 
or anybody beiag punished for what 
was then supposed to be a crime. 


A generation ago there lived on the 


west side of the river an old bachelor 
by the uameof Charies Mitcn. -^Mitch 
resided about a mile aad a half above 
where Biron aow stands and where at 
that time there was a sort of a ferry 
maintained ^across the river. Mitch 
was supposed to have some money 
and oae day he was found to be miss- 
ing, and although search was insti- 
tuted for him nothing was ever dis- 
covered of his whereabouts- 
Later 


oa Alex Taylor, who also lived on the 
west side of the river ia the same 
vicinity, disappeared, and although 
he was searched for his whereabouts 
was not discovered. 


Some time after this a body was 


discovered in the Wisconsin river, and 
all the,evidences showed that the niaa 
had been foully murdered. There 
was a bullet hole through the man's 
hips and several gashes in the bead 
and face showed where he had been 
struck several murderous blows with 
the sharp edge of an as. There was 
no doubt in anybody's mind how he 
had met his death, as his clothing had 
also been weighted with rocks when 
the body was thrown into the river. 
bat the formation of gases had subse- 
quently caused it to float to the sur- 
face. The body was easily identified 
as that of Alex'Tayior. 


After the discovery of Taylor's body 


a .report was circulated that Taylor 
had been the cause of Mitch's disap- 
pearance, but there was nothing to 
substantiate this story and no cred- 
ence was given the matter by those 
•who knew Mr. Taj-ior and who knew 
him to be a good citizen during his 
life. The discovery of Mr. Taylor's 
bod}- and the story circulated revived 
the search for the remains of Mitcb. 
but nothing was ever discovered that 
would have anj- tendency to unravel 
the mystery or throw any light what- 
ever on the matter. Xow some of the 
old residents say that this skeleton 
may be all that remains of Mitch, and 
that after thirty years of obscurity it 
has come to light as a reminder if not 
a solution of one of the mysteries 
that formed a part ia the earlier his- 
torv- of Wood county- 
la answer to a telephone message 


from Biron Justice W. H- Getts went 
to the scene of the finding on Tues- 
day for the purpose of making an in- 
vestigation and discovering if possible 
where the remains had come from and 
to whouf they belonged. After con- 
siderable inquiry it was discovered 
that a man had been for.nd in the 
river about sixteen years ago, and as 
the identity of the person was not 
discovered at the time a rude bos: was 
constructed and the remains buried 
oa the river bank. It was evident at 
the time that the body had been in 
the river for some time and that he 
had floated down from 
some point 


considerably 
north of here and as 


none of his relatives were known the 
oaly thing to be done was to bury the 
body. Upoa examination Mr. Getts 
discovered that there were the remains 
of a cofna or box about the skeletoa, 
indicating that it had been buried, 
before. It is probable that when the 
body was buried in the first place it 
was some little distance from the 
water's edge, but the lapse of time 
has changed the coarse of the current 
saSciently to trash oat the remains 
and expose them to view.

".Between T»000 and GOpO Boxers had re- 
sembled in Hwa Yung. Chin Tang, Hsioii 
and Chien Tow. where they occuoied the 
market towns and killed "as many cap- 
tains of the train bands as thev could get 
hold of. A fight followed aad 200 Box- 
ers were killed and others driven back. 
The force sent was obliged to return." 
The report describing the attack on 
Cheng Tu. where three regiments and UOO 
bannernien had been assembled for de- 
fense, tays: 


"The -Boxers attacked- the•-imperial• 
troops in'the outskirts of Chen Tu. and a. 
hot battle followed, which lasted for a 
whole night, with a result that between 
400 and 500 of the rebels were slain, 
about 1000 were dispersed and the rest 
retreated to Chin Tang "Sien, where they 
bxtrned the churches and put many na- 
tive converts to death.

Imperial Yacht Hoheczollern with Em- 


peror William Aboard Reaches 


Port Victoria. 


London. Nov. 5.—The German imperial 


yacht Hohenzollern, with Emperor Wil- 
liam on board, accompanied by the escort- 
ing-German cruisers and a iiotilla of Brit- 
ish torpedo boats, reached Port Victoria 
at S o'clock this morning. 
The arrival of the German Emperor 
was made the occasion of an imposing- 
naval'display. All the warships at Sheer- 


• ness' were" dressed, their crews -manned 
the decks and the usual salutes welcomed 
the imperial visitor- 
The Emperor wore the undress uniform, 
of a British admiral. The German am- 
bassador. Count Woltt-Mettemich. soon 
joined his majesty, who subsequently re- 
ceived the British court officials sent to 
attend him and the other members of 
the German embassy. 
After breakfast Emperor William land- 
ed, the crew of the Hohenzollern manning 
ship and cheering lustily and the British 
warships firing another salute as the Em- 
peror boarded a train for Dover on his 
way to Siiornc-liffe camp, where he wilt 
review the First Royal Dragoons, of 
which regiment he is honorary colenel-in- 
chief. 
TTnusual precautions were taken 
by the railroad officials. AH traffic was 
stopped along the route to Dover half an 
Iiour before the imperial special train was 
due. Large British and German detec- 
tive, staffs were on duty and the junc- 
tions and the approaches to the stations 
were closely watched and cleared of spec- 
tators during the passage of the train. 
It was raining heavily when Ea>peror 
William left the tra"in at Dover, whence, 
mounted on one of his own chargers, he 
rode to Shomelifie camp, accompanied by- 
Lord Roberts and a brilliant staff- 


Received Three Addresses. 


Prior to starting for the camp, Emperor 


"William received_ three addresses from 
representatives of local bodies, to all of 
whom he replied simply: "I think you 
very much for coming to see nie." 
His majesty arrived at the review 
grounds at the head of the cavalcade with. 
Lord Roberts at his side, and reviewed 
some 600 inen of his regiment- Tne in- 
spection "lasted only ten'minutes, t&e Em- 
peror passing down tne line while tor- 
rents of rain were falling and in the teeth 
of a gale of wind. 
His majesty, however, keenly scrutin- 
ized the officers, men an_d horses. He then 
proceeded to the saluting place. After 
the inarch "past the dragoons formed a 
hollow square and Emperor William 
briefly addressed the regiment as follows: 
"It gives me great pleasure for the 
first time since the death of your late 
Queea. my beloved grandmother, to have 
the honor of being able to in_spect you. 
I congratulate the regiment on its appear- 
ance and on the way in "which it con- 
ducted itself in South Africa. I congrat- 
ulate yon upon your return home, and on 
the arduous duties which you have ful- 
filled with honor to your country and to 
the gratification of your Iving. I think 
the nest way of thankinsr his majesty for 
the kindness I am receiving is to order 
the regiment to give three cheers for their 
sovereign."

of weed plants that are to be found 
in grass lands, aad even in meadows 
that are supposed to be in a high, state 
of cultivation. They are more conspic- 
uous in the pastures, because our most 
common weeds will grow on land 
where the cultivated grass makes but 
Jittle growth. The daisy, tue rag weed, 
mints and others are oftea to be found 
by the hundred on a single square foot 
in the pasture, while in spots the this- 
tle, milkweed and orange ha%vkweed 
have taken almost complete possession. 
But there are many in the richly ma- 
nured mowing, where the grasses grow 
so much faster and ranker as to hide 
them until the hay is taken off. Too 
close pasturing is in some cases respon- 
sible for these weeds. Some of these 
larger perennials must be dug out, root 
and all, before they can make seed, or 
cut down so often that they will per- 
ish because of a lack of leaf growth. 
In some cases plowing, manuring and 
reseeding with clean seeds seems to be 
the only remedy, and it is not always 
easy to get grass seed free from the 
seeds of weeds, and a course of three 
years in cultivation, killing every weed 
in the field or around its borders, may 
be tlie only way to reduce their 
num- 


ber.—New England Homestead. 


succulent feed like corn silage or roots 
of some kind. When green feed is not 
available, something of this sort is ab- 
solutely necessary for best results. Of 
course, hogs will live and do fairly 
well on corn alone, but are not always 
profitable unless given some other kind 
of feed. 


Plowing:. 
Fall plowing should always be deep- 


er than spring plowing, because the 
newer soil brought to the surface ia 
the fall becomes disintegrated by the 
agency of frost and is thereby better 
prepared for crop production. 
Some 


prefer to plow twice, once just as sooa 
as possible after harvest and once :u 
October or November. In this case the 
first plowing is shallow and the second 
somewhat deeper. In the great major- 
iry of instances early plowing of stub- 
ble is most suitable in the preparation 
of a soil for wheat the following year, 
while a few prefer late fall plowing in 
preparing a soil for corn. One advant- 
age of getting a soil plowed in the fall 
is that ihe spring crop may be put In 
much earlier, as the soil dries out much 
more quickly. It is seldom profitable 
to burn stubble, as most of our soils 
are in need of humus. It is not always 
practicable to plow rolling lands in the 
fall, as they are much more apt to 
wash.—Iowa Homestead.

Testinfi: AVfaeat Varieties. 


The Ohio Experiment Station during 


the past ten years has tested thirty-four 
differently named varieties of wheat. 
The Penquite's Velvet Chaff is used as 
a standard by which to test the yield, 
and every third plot is sown with that, 
and as the yield rises above or falls be- 
low that, the productiveness and the 
value are estimated. During the ten 
years tesc the Mealy has made the best 
showing, having had an average yield 
of 4% bushels per acre greater than 
the Velvet Chaff. The Poole, Red Rus- 
sian and Harvest King are decided to 
be the same variety, and they have 
ranged from 31-3 to 3% bushels better 
than the Velvet Chaff, the Gypsy 3~i 
bushels better, and Early Ripe 3% bush- 
els better than Velvet Chaff. Yet they 
class the Poole next to the Mealy, per- 
haps because it has been longer tested, 
or because it stands up better than tin; 
Gypsy or Early Ripe.—American Culti- 
vator.

She expresses it in a great deal worse 
languages than this, but this is about 
what she means. 
It seems that Marie is only human, 


however, in spite of any effort of 
hers to make us think to the coutrary. 
Among the subjects she has lately 
been harping- on in LiOndon is the 
fact that the society people there are 
so anxious to have their names appear 
in print, intimating that it was not the 
thing for a person of breeding to desire 
their name'in the papers. It seems 
that there was a leathering in London 
recently at which Marie appeared.a nd 
all of the guests were named except 
Marie. She immediately kicked up a 
row and wanted them to "show her"* 
whv her name had not been included. 
It was explained to her that since she 
objected so strenously to other people 
having their name printed, it was 
snm>osed that she did not care to have 
her name appear on an occasion of 
this sort- Of course she had nothing 
to say about the matter any iurther:

Government Ownership. 


There is a growing sentiment among 


the American people that the govern- 
ment should own the telegraph sys- 
tems of the country at the present 
time and 'later on assume control of 
the railroads- People are noi saying 
much about the matter, but if a vote 
were taken without any politics being 
introduced it would be a surprise to 
many to find the number that favor 
the scheme. There are maay argu- 
ments against government ownership 
of these two great industries, but the 
one thia.fi: that shows what might be 
done in that line is the mail service 
as it now exists in the United States. 
Considering the territory that is cov- 
ered and the service furnished 
the 


public, we have the cheapest and most 
efficient mail service in tbe world- 
The efficiency of the mail service has 
greatly increased since the system 
was placed under tbe jurisdiction of 
the civil service commission, and the 
emplO3-es chosen and promoted bj- 
virtue of their merit rather 
than 


political pall and unless some presi- 
dent yet to come takes it out of the 
hands of this commission, there is no 
reason why it should not continue to 
improve- In spite of the fact that we 
have the cheapest postage in the world 
and that thousands of tons of mail 
matter are carried every year free of 
charge, the system is more than self 
supporting and for several years past 
there has been an agitation to reduce 
the postage on first class matter and 
there is ao doubt but what in time 
this will be done. If these results 
can be accomplished in the mail ser- 
vice, vrhy not equally favorable things 
be done with the railways and tele- 
graph. 
The possibilities are there 


and there is no reason to doubt the 
results. It might be claimed that the 
government assuming control of the 
railroads would be along the line of 
socialism, and not to be favored. The 
maintenance of our telephone, elec- 
tric light and water systems on the 
co-operative plan is as near socialism 
as it is possible to get, but our people 
realize that they are good things and 
with very few exceot:on» a man can- 
not be found who has a word to say 
against theni-
